The  crystalline  structure  and  non-oxidized  condition  of  these  sajuiples 
points  directly  to  the  fact  that  a high-temperature  such  as  would  be 
encoxmtered  by  one  of  meteoric  origin  has  not  bean  imposed.  Both  the 
comaon  appearance  and  the  analysis  of  these  samples  strongly  suggest 
that  they  have  come  from  the  bin  of  either  a steel  mi^l  or  steel 
foundry  where  chromiuB  is  customarily  added  to  steel  oelts.^^  this  form*
